That an hourly pickup of stencils by courier runs or other- 
wise was acceptable to FBIB, inasmuch as interference with 
production is not anticipated provided scheduled pickups 
are guaranteed. 


That the correction of errers, tern stencils, and editorial 
changes were not considered to be of sufficient importance 
to create a special problem.
